The move is the latest in a 
string of PC moves which have 
seen crucifixes removed for 
being too Christian and Bibles 
taken out of some hospitals.

A DRINK-DRIVE maniac 
who killed six people 
after supping 13 pints 
could be freed after 
just four years in jail. 

Relatives of Peter Noble’s 
victims hit out after learning 
he had applied for parole. 

Cheryl Allen, 40, whose brother 
Dennis Royston, 36, died in the 
crash, said last night: “He should 
never get out. He should be made 
to suffer like we have.” 

Noble, 43 — already banned for 
drink-driving — had been on an 
eight-hour pub crawl with eight 
pals in July 2000. 

He was driving to his eighth 
pub in a pal’s Toyota Landcruiser 
when it ploughed head-on into a 
Daewoo saloon at Todwick, near 
Sheffield. 


Passengers John Hayward, 42, 
David Wood, 35, and Mr Royston 
died with Roy Holmes, 79, his 
wife Audrey, 69, and daughter-in- 
law Diane, 47, in the other car. 

Noble received a record 15-year 
sentence for causing death by 
dangerous driving, reduced to 10 
years on appeal. 

Then he got £20,000 compensa- 
tion for a sore hand caused by 
working as a miner. 

Cheryl added: “First he has his 
sentence cut, then he gets com- 
pensation. Now he’s set for early 
release. Everything has turned 
in his favour. It makes me sick.”
